ENFORCING A BOND. 


The first of two actions instituted by ii, 
Monaghan County Council, in which Patric; 
Byrne, of Cleughrailg, Co. Monaghan, wa, 
defendant, came ou for hearing before Mr 
Justice Pim and a city common jury. 

The plaintifis’ claim was against the de. 
fendant. as their rate collector, for £483 odd 
received, as alleged by plaintiffs. while actin, 
as their collector. They also claimed damage, 
for wrongful detention of rate books, etc.

MODEL ENGINEERING IN 
DUBLIN. 


- 


A paper on “Model and Experimental 
Engineering ’’ was read by Mr. Edwin Haines, 
M.C.T.D., at a meeting of the Pass. gayi, 
and Scientific Association of Ireland,’’ pre- 
sided over by Mr. T. Aston, in the University 
College, Earlsfort terrace on Monday. ‘The 
lecturer dealt with model engineering from 
three points of view—educational, technical, 
and social or recreative, He classified model 
work into three classes :—{] ) Models which 
are copies of existing prototypes; (2) Inven- 
tor® models and experimental engineering 
work ; (ó } Models involving scientific research. 
Many slides and models of work carried out 
in Dublin were shown. He also spoke of the 
value of model engineering societies as an 
adjunct to technical schools and colleges. in 
such societies members could carry out their 
own ideas, whereas in schools they have to 
conform to programme and syllabus. Dealing 
with commercial models, Mr. Haines pointed 
out the positive value of these to firms over 
merely pictorial illustrations which their repre- 
sentatives carry. He showed some examples 
of .what was already being dove in this 
respect, and also indicated the suitability of 
models for demonstration of civic survey and 
town-planning. schemes, and for showing 
machines, processes and operations at exhibi- 
tions. 

Among models made by members of the 
Dublin Society of Model and Experimental 
Engineers he mentioned a compressed air 
engine. and a flash steam plant for a hydro- 
be by Mr. J. A. Armstrong; a water-tube 

iler of original design by Mr. A, Hallett, 
M.I.M.E.; a multi-jet blow-lamp by Mr. H. 
G. Becker, F.R.C.Sc.L, and a radio-controlled 
mechanism. fitted into a boat by Mr. K. 
Fuller. Referring to the class involving 
scientific research, it was of a much higher 
order, he said, and in Ireland, perhaps) the 
work most cdghate’ to their subject is that 
of Father O’Leary, 8.J., «with his unique 
selsmograph, built at Rathfarnham, one of 
the finest earthquake-recording instruments 
of its kind in the world. The construction 
of this instrument incorporated a high degree 
of mechanical skill, with great scientific 
ability. His own experimental work, he 
said, was of rather a varied character, and 
included the designing of special apparatus 
for use in teaching speech to deaf mutes. He 
also designed and made cutter-spindle button- 
making machines, spindle and dye moulding 
machinés, etc., now in use by the Congested 
Board of Ireland, and carried out a good 
deal of experimental work in surgical ap- 
pliances, and in designing and making very 
special instruments for surgeons in Dublin. 
Among other things, milking machines, 
special microphones, carburettor Yor aeroplane 
engine, tidal wave motor, experimental appa- 
ratus for contacts in vacuum, and apparatus 
for testing impulsive pressures in fluids for 
experimental work with oil contact switches 
for the British Electrical and “Allied Trades 
Research Association; astronomical telescope 
work, etc., have been undertaken. 

At the recent Machinery and Shipping 
Exhibition at Olympia, there were nearly 300 
models representative of machines, and also 
of processes and operations. No doubt, over 
here we would be having a similar exhibition, 
and the question of using models to show 
many things would arise. Firms are making 
use of medels more and more, At the last 
Spring Show at Ballsbridge “here were quite 
a number of poultry farms, cottages, houses, 
etc., and no doubt many more would be 
added in future. At present he was making 
a large working medal, about 10ft. square, to 
be shown at the next Spring Show, repre- 
senting the Spencer Dock. :

BORING FOR COAL, WATER, 
AND IRON,

At the present time, when boring opera- 
tions for coal and water are being carried on 
in different areas in Ireland, it may be useful 
to direct attention to Vivians Boring and Ex- 
ploration Company, Limited, Cleator Morer, 
Cumberland, which was established in 1872, 
and since that date has been engaged con- 
tinuously in Great Britain and Ireland boring 
for water, brine, iron ore and coal.

THE NEW ECONOMICS. 


(BY “CREDIT REFORMER.”’’) 

Most thinking people agree that something 
has gone wrong with our present economic 
system. Every producer is also a consumer, 
but our present system offers the astonishing 
spectacle of the producers of a most wonderful 
arrey of goods and services increasingly un- 
able ‘to obtain even the bare necessaries of 
life for their own consumption. Producers of 
oods and services know that there are no 
onger any technical difficulties in providing 
these im practically unlimited quantities. 
Their problem is to find people with sufficient 
purchasing power to pay the pee which the 
system compels producers to charge on pain of 
bankruptcy. As a brilhant writer put it, the 
inventors, organisers and workers have long 
since solved the problem of making supply 
equal demand; the problem now is to make 
eltective demand equal this enormous supp'y. 

Where have the benefits of the dazzling con- 
quests of natural resources gone during the 
past hundred years, when the problem of mere 
existence for the vast majority of every nation 
is becoming more difficult and less attractive 
every day! Many thinking people ascribe this 
distressing result to the laziness of workers or 
the rapacity of employers. ‘* Profiteering’”’ 
has drawn many on a false scent, being a 
symptom, not a cause. Taxation of land 
values and nationalisation of the means of pro- 
duction found warmer advocates some years 
ago than now. A small, but increasing, num- 
ber of thinking people now regard the ap- 
palling war and the almost equally calamitous 

ce and our ever-present social uph°avals as 
all‘symptoms of some deep-sea‘ed social error. 


This error must be discovered and te 
ment seems to rest upon the men who | iscovered and corrected 


If they can satisfy. the art-loving | 


without delay if Western civilisation is not to 
follow Roman, Greek and all the old civilisa- 
tions which foundered on the rock of failure to 
distribute equitably the fruits of their com- 
munal efforts. 

Happily the error has been discevered and 
a remedy has been expounded. hu befits a 
mechanical age, it has been the achievement, 
of an me ee to point cut the mathematical 
error underlying our present methods of ex- 
changing our goods and services. Major 
Douglas and his collaborators have analysed 
our present system of money—or ‘‘ ticket ’’— 
distribution. In the famous A and B theory 
they have proved why the rate of flow of pur- 
chasing power distributed by means of wages, 
salaries and dividends during a given unit of 


time is—unler modern mass production—never }: 


equal to the rate at which pftices—or claims 
on that purchasing power—are built up. 
Total pricés always exceed total purchasing 
power available for ultimate goods at any 
given moment—hence the bewildering glut of 
goods in the midst of their starving producers 
and the ever-increasing pressure of in- 
dustrialised nations to find outside markets for 
that increasing proportion of their products 
which their aig oe “ticket ” system tails 
to enable their skilful producers to obtain for 
their own use. i

space of five years Major Douglas's books 
have been adopted as text books in Australian 
Universities, and last year Harvard students 
for honours in economics were required to 
explain the Douglas theory'of credit.

Although 
officially there will be a truce, therefore, 
there will be a great deal of intrigue 
behind the scenes during the next three 
weeks. Liberal» and Labour men alike 
resent the suggestion that anything in the 
nature of an anti-Conservative Coalition 
is contemplated; but, now that Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald has declared his 
willingness to form & purely Labour 
Government, he and his colleagues must 
make a bid for Liberal support, Other- 
wise his Administration would not survive 
its first day in the House of Commons. 
Mr. Macdonald declares that he is pre- 
pared to form a Cabinet immediately, 
but one suspects that he is thinking more 
of the prestige of his party than of the 
stability of the King’s Government. As 
matters stand, he has nearly a month 
in which to mature his plans and formu- 
late a policy. Parliament will not hear 
of a capital levy. The Liberals are 
opposed to it just as bitterly as the Con- 
servatives, and, if Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
is & wise man, nothing more will be heard 
of it for a long time to come. On condition 
that he drops the capital levy and that 
other contentious matters of domestic 
policy are kept well in the background.

The Fisheries Bill.

FISHERIES BILL. 


QUESTION OF REMISSION OF 
PENALTIES, - 


The second reading of the Fisheries Bill, re- 
ceived from Dail, was taken up.

about, and I am véry glad to have this op- 
portunity of expressing to the farmers, 4s 
a whole, my sympathy and fellow-feeling, as 
well as my Eo admiration, for the way 
they are sticking to it. I have great con- 
fidence in the courage and meen Bhán of 
British agriculturists as a means of pulling 
agriculture through, and I am sure that the 
great agricultural mdustry of this country, 
which has weathered so many storms in the 
past, will emerge triumphant from the 
present trouble. 

‘‘In spite of all the trouble agriculture is 
going through, I should like to feel an 
optimist, and anyway look forward with hope 
and confidence.

VALUE OF SLAUGHTERED CATTLE 


Great efforts are being made in England to 
discover the cause of foot-and-mouth disease, 
and. the hope existe that a remedy may be 
found before long. ' 

Sir Wiliam' Joynson Hicks,” Minister of 
Health, stated at the dinner oí the Royal 
Society of Medicine, in London, that cattle 
worth £70,000 are being slaughtered daily 
throughout the country owing to the present 
epidemic, and that the Cabinet had oppointed 
a committee to deal with the matter. . He 
hinted that owing to the possible co-operation 
of the medical profession with the veterinary 
research workers, the discovery of the cause 
of the disease, which is at present a mystery, 
may not be very distant. 

Speaking yesterday to a representative of 
the Evening Standard, Sir William said :— 
[ had no idea when I went to the dinner of 
the Royal Society of Medicine last night that 
the subject would be mentioned, but the Pre- 
udent in his speech told us that the diseases 
of animals were closely connected with those 
of human beings, and that the medical pro 
fession might MN able to give much help in 
matters such as foot-and-mouth disease.. He 
asked me to mention the latest position. This 
gave me a distinct ray of hope. 

Foot-and-mouth disease is a very serious 
one, from the point of view of British agri- 
culture, and 1 speak not only as Minister of 
Health, but as a practical farmer. There is 
not only the loss in the slaughter of herds, 
but, at the same time, there is an equally 
great loss from the inability to move cattle to 
the markets. The Government is convinced 
that in the present state of knowledge we 
must proceed with the policy ‘of slaughter. 
The disease is so infectious that nothing short 
of this can,stamp it out. 

Two years ago | may say the outbreak cost, 
roughly, a million. i fear that this one will 
cost more. The Government is making 
bacterioluyical investigations into the disease, 
and if the offers made last night can be really 
carried out I look forward with optimism to 
the result.

It is ‘ A bill to make provision for the 
arrest and detention of certain persuns during 
a limited period, and for other matters con- 
nected with the preservation of public safety 
and the protection of person and property.’ 

The bill proposes that it shall be iawful for 
an Executive Minister to cause the arrest, 
and to order the detention in custody, in any

UNEXPECTED DEVELOPMENT
